Due to real estate legalities, the 
IHDC could have no contact with 
the tenants Until the sale was 
completed. But nonetheless most 
of the refugees are optimistic 
about their new landlords，and 
happy to remain in the building.

Wise 
men came from the 下 ast，follow- 
ing a star，and the shepherds and 
wise men alike paid homage to the 
Christ child，Armed with these 
basic facts，even someone new to 
Christmas will be able to make 
some sense out of commonly seen 
religious scenes on greeting cards 
and elsewhere.

WASHINGTON 一 Civil rights 
advocates _ announced last_ week 
that they had obtained commit- 
ments from 61 Senators to Support 
extension of the Voting Rights Act 
of 1965 in the .form approved by 
the ， House of Representatives. 
Sixty was the number needed to 
shut off a filibuster expected from 
conservatives，who have attacked 
the bill as Unnecessary，Tje Ne 
York Tizmes reported. 

At a news conference， SS 
Charles Mathias and Sen, 上 Edward 
Kennedy said that the 389-to-24 
vote ,ip the House and the 
:endorsement of 61 Senators (40 


Democrats and 21 Republicans)

CAL Discrimination 
Suits Face Delays 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The trials 
in lawsuits brought by two fornier 
China Airlines employees，charg- 
ing the Taiwan-based comPpany 
with discrimination，were delayed 
last month due to crowded court- 
room schedules， 

Mary Wu and Walter Chang， 
who were both fired from CAEL in 
1978, have sued the airline for dis- 
crimination based on age，'sex， 
national originandpoliticalprefer- 
ence (EL/W1l1/11I/81). Thbe airline 
claims that both were fired 
because they violated a company 
policy about outside involvement 
with other travel bnisinesses. 

Chang's trial ,was ，originally 
scheduled to _ begin Nov. 16，and 
WusonNov. 23, but according to 
their attorney Jerry Garchik, over- 
crowded court dockets mean both 
cases will wait several months. 
Chang's trial is now scheduled to 
begin April 5，and Wu's will be 
Iescheduled in February， 

Though the cases are separate， 


Changand Wu have made similar . 


charges gainst CAL.， Both claim 
that they were fired, among other 
reasons， because they had no 
connections ip Taiwan and did

， Eddy St，building was for sale， 
。 and used the Zellerbach funds to 
LU make a $5,000 down payment

Within five 
years the tenants ” will have 
replaced most of the” Ppiesent 
members of the building's ,man- 
agement board，and will be able 
to_ decide 计 they want income 
from the rental units to be used to 
help lower their rents， make 
building improvements，or bring 
in Services such as qdqay care or 
Survival English . 

“Its easier to serve them 让 
theyTre more organized,”Ruvolo 
noted . 

Tenant Huynh，who has lived 
ip the US almost two years，is 
Satisfied with _ her living condi- 
tions，but“very happy”that the 
IJHDC bas bought the building， 
It helps people who live here 
keep a low price; ”she said. Huynh 
is still :studying English and is mot 
employed， 

Van Van Nguyen，another 340 
卫 ddy St，tenant，is also happy 
about the change of ownership. 
He and his wife live with their five 
children, aged 11-1, in a one-room 
apartment, but he said he does not 
find the conditions overcrowded. 

“Ilike it here very much，most 
of the people are Vietnamese,” 


_ said Nguyen，who moved here 


almost ayear and a half ago, The 
new OowWners and eventual tenant 
management，he said， are “a 
better way to help us.” 
CHALLENGE : 

“We are all poor people,”he 
continued.“Rent is continuing to 
go up, its very good for us to keep 
the same price， Well have a 
chance to talk about what things 
We want to do (in the building)， 
Our owner，sometimes they can't 
do everything.” Like Huynh， 
Nguyen is unemployed. He goes to 
Vocational school at Heald Col. 
lege. 

”Both Nguyen and Huynh said 
learning English was the toughest 
-challenge in their move to the US.

SAN ERANCISCO 一 Golden 
beaches at sunset，hula dancing 
girls swaying to soft aloha music， 
lush pineapple and sugar Planta- 
tions 一 these are the images one 
prob:ably conjures up when 
Hawaii is mentioned. But behind 
this veneer of Polynesian splen- 
dor，lies more than a thousand 
years of traditional 再 awaiian 
culture and religion， tempered by 
the gradual assimilation of many 
dissimilar styles and ideas from the 
outside world. 

An exhibit now at the Califor- 
niua Academy of Science at 
Golden Gate Park,， 五 aaii: TPRpe 
Royal TS1es, ”offers a rare glimpse 
into this unique heritage of the 
Hawaiian people, The objects on 
display_ include more than 300 
ethnographic，artifacts such， as 
feather cloaks，quilts，wooden 
and stone sacred images，hand- 
carved ，wood- feasting “bowls， 
paintings and photographs. 

The Hawaiian Islands had been 
unknown to _ the Western World 
until British Captain James Cook's 
discovery in .1778. Native 
Hawaiian .arts， culture， and 
religion，which had .been devel- 
oping in comiplete isolation for 
over a thousand years, then began 
to reflect the gradual infiuence of 
explorers,， missionaries,， merchants 
and laborers from the West and 
Asia， 

GODS 

The exhibit begins with a series 

of drawings and paintings 一 all 


by Westerners 一 depicting the lifte 
and scenery of Hawaii. Through - 
these，and journals by merchants 
and missionaries，. the ”Western 
world gained its first impressions 
of this tropical paradise， One 
typical painting titled “Viliage of 
Macacouvpahp ”in 1794 shows a 
friendly .encounter between the 
European visitors and the native 
Hawaiians，and includes houses 
made of wood frames and 


thatched with grass and fieldqs of 


taro，a yamz-like vegetable from 
which a starchy paste :called poi 
was made. 

The ancient Hawaiians feared 
andq respected， nature， for  a 
volcano could erupt and a tidal 
Wave could sweep away a village， 
all without Warning，Since gods 
controlled the natural forces， 
worshipping the gods and living 
strictly by the code .of conduct 
given by the gods:formed the basis 
of Hawaiian religion . 

Hawaiian religion had many 
gods,， each with its own power，orT 
100. There Were personal gods 
for fishing，crafts，family，and 
Sorcery; and major gods, or akua， 
Tepresenting the entire tribe or 
nation, for war，peace，and agri- 
cuture. These gods were thought 
to find their home in carved wood 
or stone images when called upon 
by prayer. The natives asked for 
advice _ and Protection . in their 
day-to-day living by worshipping 
these images with offerings of food 
and herbs.

The encroachment of European 
culture is even more apparent in 
King 下 alakaua's memorabilia, His 
gold crown contains 521 diam- 
onds，20 .opals，8 emeralds，8 
rubies, and was made in England.

Ualike the Chinese，who have 
Survived foreign _ invasions and 
interventions with _ their_ culture 
essentially .intact， the native 
Hawaiians have not :been so 
fortunate，Through the gradual 
influx of imnmigrants into Hawaii 
and intermarrying through the 
decades, the native Hawaiians are 
now ， greatly -diminished in 
numbers.

Chiang had dreamed of starting 
a_ school of his own since his 
arrival in New York in 1969， 
Shanghai-born and educated， 
Chiang developed his flair for 
diction and forceful delivery while 
working as a part-time broad- 
caster in suburban Shanghai. 
Today, he said, he uses these skills 
constantly in thie classroom . 

Chiang left Shanghai in 1962 to 
seek a position in the Hong 天 ong 
film industry. He dubbed ip 
several hundred films and voice= 
overISs for commereials featuring 
actors whose Mandarin was below 
industry _ standards， and also 
narrated docurmentaries. But 
despite his success and grow- 
ing reputation in 再 ong 天 ong， 
he felt the need to move on 
to the US， 

He arrived in SF and studied 
briefly at Stanford where he 
floundered during jectures 
because he had trouble under- 


standing his English-speaking pro- 


fessors, Eventually he ljanded a job 
as the head of the Chinese division 
at anew Berlitz language school in 
Palo Alto,

Columbia University， 卫 ventually 
he gave up on traditional educa- 
tion and concentrated on 
watchipg television talk shows 
into the early morning hours，and 
sleeping with earphones on during 
late night movies. 

Meanwhile Chiang was teach- 
ing Chinese，at the United- Na- 
tions，and managing the Hunan 
Restaurant.， In 1972， ， while 
teaching at the China Tnstitute， 
Chiang met Barbara Williams， 
with whom he founded the CLSI. 

“She looked into my classroom， 
and saw this crazy man prodding 
his students and doing everything 
possible to keep the momentum 
going,”Chiang said of their first 

meeting. Williams， who ”was 
studying cooking at the time,， 
dropped her class and entered 
Chiang 's.
